Defense lawyers in a 15-month rack- 
etecring trial that focused on an alleged 
Gambino crime family “crew” have 
completed their closing arguments 
with an attack on witnesses described 
as “the worst collection of people that 


j has.ever come into one criminal trial.” 


‘The witnesses included three inform- 
‘ers who admitted to a total of 20 mur- 
ders; an ex-prostitute who got heroin 
from a police detective with whom she 
had had an affair; a police officer who 
gave reputed mobsters the picture of a 
man they later murdered; and another 
half-dozen admitted criminals, Many of 
them received lenient treatment in re 
turn for their testimony. - 

In his summation Tuesday in US. 
District Court in Manhattan, defense 
lawyer Benjamin Brafman asked for a 
verdict sending the message “‘that what 
the government did here was wrong.” 
He also told the jury that it was the 
‘worst group of witnesses every to tes- 
tify in a case. 

‘The prosecutor, Walter Mack, is to 
complete a rebuttal today in the hard. 
fought trial that has involved testimo- 
ny about dozens of murders. The jury 
will begin deliberating after getting lo. 
gal instructions from Judge Vincent L. 
Broderick on Monday; of the nine de- 
fendants, seven face racketeering 
counts and two other face lesser 
charges, 

Prosecutors have charged that most 
of the defendants took part in a blood- 
thirsty mob gang based in the Canarsie 
section of Brooklyn. In his closing argu- 
ment, Mack linked the gang to 20 mur- 
ders, including 11 allegedly committed 
by various of the defendants, as well as 
to narcotics, pornography ‘and loan- 
sharking. 

‘The trial stems from a 1984 indict-» 
ment that included charges against the 
ate reputed boss of the Gambino crime 
family, Paul Castellano, who was mur- 
dered in 1985. 

In the first closing argument, defense 
attgrney, Herald Price Fahringer said 
the} trial was a “one-witness case,” 
baskd on the urisupported testimony of 
infermer Vito Arena, who admitted in 
his testimony to taking part in four 
mubderé and who was freed from pris- 
on after testifying for the government. 

Fahringer likened the 250-pound 

a to a giant spider depicted in a 











“horror movie. “I saw him come through 


that door over there with those hairy 
arms and those beady eyes and craw! 
up into that witness stand and begin to 
spin his web of deceit and fies,” Fah- 
ringer said. : 

‘ahringer told jurors that another 
informer, Frederick DiNome, “pled 
guilty to eight murders.” Before the 
trial, DiNome died in a hanging that 
later was ruled @ suicide, but prosecu- 
tors were permitted to read his pre- 
vious testimony into the record. 

Fahringer told the jury that “most of 
us have lost count” of the murders 
committed by government witness 
Mickey Featherstone, “but I think it 
comes to around eight or nine." Feath- 
erstone pleaded guilty to racketeering 
charges, which included allegations of 
series of murders, and was freed from 
Prison after his testimony. 

Fahringer also disputed allegations 
that some of the defendants took part 
in Joansharking. He said that a police 
officer who frequently visi 
sie bar where the gang based its oper- 
ations did not testify about seeing any 
Toansharking. 

‘The now-retired officer, Thomas 
bota, testified for the prosecution.

On March 7, 1986, the jury convicted seven of the remaining 
nine defendants of RICO ( ITSP and murder), in connection with the 
Crew's stolen car operations. Three of the subjects were sentenced 
to life in prison; the others received stiff jail terms. 


On April 17,1987, Capo Nino Gaggi, died of a heart attack 
while incarcerated at MCC Manhatton, awaiting the start of the 
main RICO trial which began in Feb. 1988. 


On June 28,1989, the trial ended and the jury convicted all 
ten remaining defendants of all RICO charges: murder, extortion, 
loansharking, narcotics, and mail fraud.

WINTER, Circuit Judge: 





This is an appeal arising out of a sixteen-month jury trial 


involving a host of racketeering and other criminal charges 






DeMeo Crew,'a component of the Gambino organized crime family. 
Over 1000 pages of briefs have been filed raising dozens of common 
and individual claims of error. Except for those raised by Wayne 
and Judith Hellman, every such claim is meritless. Indeed, all but 
a few are so meritless that we dispose of the great bulk of them in 
a summary order, filed simultaneously with this opinion, pursuant 
to our Local Rule § 0.23. This published opinion is limited to a 
discussion of certain claims common to all appellants, the reasons 
va reversal as to two appellants, and certain arguments raised 

p regard to convictions for a civil rights ‘murder. 

. Appellants Testa, Senter, Mangialino, Profeta, Ustica, Rega, 
‘the now-deceased Sol Hellman’ were either members of, or 


ons demonstrated to have ongoing relations with, the DeMeo 





Crew. Appellants Wayne and Judith May Hellman were the son and 
daughter-in-law of Sol Hellman. The DeMeo Crew engaged in a vast 
array of illegal activities, including kidnapping, loansharking, 
narcotics distribution, pornography, extortion, firearms 
conspiracy, and the operation of an international stolen car ring. 
From the early 1970's to the 1980's, these activities were 
furthered by calculated violence, including the brutal murders of 
various persons viewed by the Crew as a threat to their business. 


Eventually, the Crew's leader, Roy DeMeo, was himself murdered. 


3 
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A seventy-eight count indictment charged twenty-four persons 
with various crimes in connection with the activities of the DeMeo 
Crew. A number of the charges in the original indictment were 
severed, and an initial trial was held on non-RICO auto theft and 
exportation’ charges. A second trial addressed the RICO and 
remaining substantive charges. This appeal arises from the 
convictions in the second trial. 


A. Length and Complexity of Trial 





Appellants argue that the length of the trial, the complexity 
of the factual and legal issues, and the sheer numbers of 
defendants, witnesses, and crimes charged, denied them a fair 


trial. In this regard, they rely principally on United States v. 





Casamento, 887 F.2d 1141 (2a Cir. 1989), cert. denied, 493 U.S. 





1081 (1990), in which we expressed “misgivings about trials of [a 
similar] magnitude." See id. at 1151. However, we also 


"recognize[d] that district judges must retain a considerable 





degree of discretion in determining whether, on balance, the fair 
administration of justice will be better served by one aggregate 
trial of all indicted defendants or by two or more trials of groups 


of defendants." Id.; United States v. Chang An-Lo, 851 F.2d 547, 


566 (2d Cir.), cert. denied, 488 U.S. 966 (1988). A district 








court's denial of a motion to sever will, therefore, be reversed 
only upon a showing that the district court clearly abused its 


discretion. Id.; Casamento, 887 F.2d at 1149.

was made in the instant matter. The crimes here may have been 
large in number and variety, but they were rather ordinary in 
nature, except in their viciousness. The evidence could also be 
understood without difficulty, the alleged complexity stemming more 
from the abundance of evidence than from the subtlety of the 


analysis needed-to consider it. 
The claim that the jury must have lacked the capacity to 


understand the instructions given it is thus sheer speculation: As 


we stated in Casamento, 


Although the jury had to evaluate a tremendous 
amount of evidence, the nature of the evidence 
and the legal concepts involved in the case 
were not extraordinarily difficult to 
comprehend, as they might be, for example, ina 
complex antitrust case involving abstruse 
economic theories or an employment 
discrimination case involving technical 
statistical evidence and formulae. -

B. "Spillover" Prejudice 
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Many appellants claim error in so-called "spillover" prejudice 
resulting from the admission of evidence of violent activities 
engaged in by other members and associates of the DeMeo Crew. 
Separate trials, they assert, would have avoided this prejudice. 

The particular claims of each defendant regarding spillover 


dice are addressed in the summary order. However, we note 






that the government must prove an enterprise and a pattern of 
racketeering activity as elements of a RICO violation. 18 U.S.c. 

§ 1962(c). Proof of these elements may well entail evidence of 
numerous criminal acts by a variety of persons, and each defendant 
in a RICO case may reasonably claim no direct participation in some 
of those acts. Nevertheless, evidence of those acts is relevant to 
the RICO charges against each defendant, and the claim that 
separate trials would eliminate the so-called spillover prejudice 


is at least overs: if not entirely meritless. 





In the prese! se, the evidence of numerous crimes, 
including the routine resort to vicious and deadly force to 
eliminate human obstacles, was relevant to the charges against each 
defendant because it tended to prove the existence and nature of 
the RICO enterprise, the DeMeo Crew. Such evidence was also

The government further contended that the 
Hellmans used the proceeds of the bribe to purchase a new home.

m § Hellmans moved a R. Crim. P. 29 fora 
judgment of acquittal on the RICO and bribery charges and, claiming 
spillover prejudice, requested a mistrial as to the remaining 


charges. The Rule 29 mot Ss granted as to: the RICO and bribery 






charges, but the request mistrial was denied. The Hellmans 


were then convicted of mail and wire fraud. (Wayne Hellman was 


convicted of extortion, but the district court set this conviction 
aside.) We believe that a mistrial should have been granted. 

A dismissal of charges pursuant to Fed. R. Crim. P. 29 does 
not require granting a mistrial as to remaining charges unless the 
dismissed charges were brought figgaa faith or the defendants 
suffered some prejudice as a result of the presence of the now 


dismissed charges. Friedman, 854 F.2d at 581; United States v. 








Ivic, 700 F.2d 51, 65 (2d Cir. 1983); United States v. Losada, 674 








F.2d 167, 170 (2d Cir.), cert. denied, 457 U.S. 1125 (1982). 





We cannot escape the conclusion that the evidence against the 
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Hellmans' codefendants -- including vicious murders, loansharking, 


auto theft, pornography, and fire: rafficking -and the very 





nature of the DeMeo Crew -- was P: cial to the Hellmans. See 


United States v. Branker, 395 F.2d 881, 887-89 (2d Cir. 1968), 





cert. denied, 393 U.S. 1029 (1969) (finding prejudice against some 
vat 








defendants in lengthy trial involving numerous counts unrel to 
those defendants). Once the RICO charges against the Hellmans were 
dismissed, all but an infinitesimal fraction of the evidence at 
this sixteen-month trial lost any relevance to the mail and wire 
fraud charges against them. Instead of being swamped by this mass 
of irrelevant evidence, these charges should have been tried 
separately. 

The government argues that the Hellmans effectively waived 
their right to a mistrial when they refused the court's earlier 
offer of a severance. However, as explained supra, the RICO- 
enterprise-related evidence would have been admissible, subject to 
Rule 403 analysis, against the Hellmans in a severed trial. Once 
the RICO charges against them were dismissed, -the Hellmans stood in 
a very different posture with respect to the evidence relevant to 
the RICO charges. That evidence was then irrelevant yet highly 
prejudicial in the context of the remaining mail and wire fraud 
charges. 

A "trial judge has a continuing duty at all stages of the 
trial to grant a severance if prejudice does appear. ... 

{Wjhere, as here, the charge which originally justified joinder 
turns out to lack the support of sufficient evidence, a trial judge 
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should be particularly sensitive to the possibility of such 
prejudice." Schaffer v. United States, 362 U.S. 511, 516 (1960). 
After the granting of their Rule 29 motion on the RICO counts, the 
Hellmans should have been severed for a separate trial on the mail 
and wire fraud counts. Such a trial could have been completed ina 
very short period of time, with the risk of spillover prejudice 


entirely eliminated. The Hellmans' mail and wire fraud convictions 





must thus be reversed. They may of course be retried. 


D. he Civil Rights Murders 





One of the activities of the DeMeo Crew involved exporting 


late-model, stolen American cars to Kuwait. Ronald Falcaro and 





Khaled Daoud conducted a competing, but legitimate, venture of 
exporting cars to Kuwait. Noting the easy availabilit = 
to their competitor, Ronald Ustica, Daoud came to susp

Identification Numbers from cars in the DeMeo invento 
a fatal mistake because he was observed doing, so by Ro: We 
the leader of the DeMeo stolen car scheme. Falcaro and Daoud were 
thereafter lured to a garage in Brooklyn by a false promise that 
Fred DiNome would sell them a portion of his excess inventory. 
Once inside the garage, Falcaro and Daoud were murdered by a group 
of men that included Joseph Testa and Anthony Senter. 

Testa and Senter were convicted under 18 U.S.C. § 241 (1988) 


for Falcaro's murder as a violation of his civil right to be a 





witness in a federal proceeding. Testa and Senter argue on appeal 
that an element of proof of this offense was lacking, namely the 
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ith the intent to 














érfere with Falcaro's right to be specifically a federal 
witness. Testa and Senter misconceive the nature of the proof 
required to establish a violation of 18 U.S.C. § 241. 

Section 241 protects, inter alia, the right to provide 
information about federal crimes to authorities, United States v. 


Harvey, 526 F.2d 529, 535 (2d Cir. 1975), cert. denied, 424 U.S. 








956 (1976), and the right to be a witness in a federal proceeding, 


United States v. Pacelli, 491 F.2d 1108, 1113 (2a Cir.), cert. 





denied, 419 U.S. 826 (1974). Whether Testa and Senter violated 





Falcaro's rights under Section 241 depends upon whether: (i) 





Falcaro possessed those civil rights and (ii) Testa and Senter 
intended to interfere with the exercise of those rights. It is 
necessary, however, to show knowledge on their part that Falca 
possessed those specific civil rights or that Falcaro was actually 


likely to become specifically a federal witness. Cf. United States 





vy. Yermian, 468 U.S. 63 (1984) (in prosecution for making false 





statements in matter within the jurisdiction of federal agency no 
need to prove knowledge of federal agency jurisdiction); United 


States v. McClean, 528 F.2d 1250, 1255 (2d Cir. 1976) (in

Rather, it nee 
that Testa and Senter: (i) knew of facts that cons 
crime in which they were implicated whether or not they knew of its 
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federal implications; (ii) knew that Falcaro poss

‘regarding their criminality; and (iii) took action specifically to 
interfere with his providing that information to authorities or 
testifying as to that evidence anytime or anywhere whether or not 
there was imminent contact between Falcaro and federal authorities. 
Falcaro clearly possessed the requisite right at the pertinent 
time. He knew of the scheme to export stolen automobiles to 
Kuwait, facts that constitute a federal crime. See 18 U.S.C. 
§ 2312. The right to be a witness in a federal proceeding attaches 
at the time such a person is possessed of evidence sufficient to 
create the potential of becoming a federal witness. See Harvey, 


526 F.2d at 535 n.6 (victim who possessed knowledge of the 


interstate source of @xplsSive used to commit crime "was a 





potential federal witness and accordingly did ‘have the objective 


right contemplated by the ute"). Testa and Senter knew of the 






facts constituting the f crime and of Falcaro's sharing of 
that knowledge. Their murder of Falcaro was Self-evidently 
intended to prevent him from disseminating his knowledge of those 
facts, including the provision of information to federal 
authorities or testimony as a witness in federal criminal 
proceedings. That Falcaro was at that time not in contact with 
federal officials neither diminishes his ongoing civil right to 
testify in a federal proceeding nor excuses Testa's and Senter's 
intent tG<prevent testimony anytime and anywhere. The evidence was 


thus suf iii vent to prove a violation of Section 241. 


Ustica, who, as noted, headed up the scheme to export stolen 
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to Kuwait, argues that hearsay statements by DaoudileiiaiiMeticaro

were improperly admitted. “The hearsay testimony was offered by 





Youssef Najjar, Khaled Daoud's brother, and by Daniel Roland, 
Falcaro's business associate.

Roland reported that Falcaro had 


expressed incredulity at the fact that his co: or, Ustica, 






seemed to obtain cars without apparent effort eclarations, 





although hearsay, were clearly admissible under Fed Evid.

"statement[s] of the declarant's then existing state of mind." The

Newspaper stories and police sources indicate 
that Vassallo lived for three years with relative 
anonymity under the alias of Charles Talbot, operat-

State police arrested Vassallo in his North Lake - 


Shore Drive home on May 5, charging him with the 
Oct. 20, 1968, murder of John Scully, a 23-year-old 


Queens man, who had been shot three times ‘in the 


head in a Queens bar. 
Scully’s body had been found in an alley near 
the Manhattan waterfront the day after he was shot. 
A second man accused of the murder, Larry 
Fiorvanti of Queens, pleaded guilty to second-degree 





manslaughter and had been paroled when Vassallo 
was arrested. Fae’ 

During Vassallo’s 11-day trial, the prosecution 
contended the shooting took place when -the three 
men fought over an ethnic slur Scully made about 
Ttalians. 

Vassallo was found guilty by an all-male jury 
and in July of 1973, was sentenced to an indetermi- 
nate prison term. 

In a deposition taken of Mrs. Vassallo for her 
civil action on Egyptian spa case, she said that she 
continued to live in Brick Township for the two 
years Vassallo was imprisoned in Attica, N.Y. 

She said she received public welfare assistance 
during this time. She also said Vassallo’s parents 
managed his resources for. him while he was impri- 
soned. This included holding his money in several 
bank accounts, managing his stock in a company 
named Atlantic Services,-and selling a waterfront 
home which he owned in Oceanside (there was no 
further identification of this community). 

After his release from jail, Vassallo worked at 
the New York Post. He lived in New York while she 
remained at the shore. He paid all her expenses, 
Mrs. Vassallo said during the deposition. 

Eventually, he came back to Brick Township to 
live with her again and became involved with the 
Egyptian Health Spa, whoch was a private member- 
ship club with a homosexual clientele. It is over 
ownership of this club that Mrs. Vassallo is basing 
her suit. 

Mrs, Vassallo’s suit alleges that she is still the 
rightful owner of the*spa business and property be- 
cause her husband had exercised a purchase option 
in their lease before his death. She also ‘contends 
that this invalidates a lease drawn in August of 1880 
between Southgate Trading Corp. and the building’s 
owner, 1718 -Route 88 Inc. Southgate operates the 
Harem Pleasure Spa, which was recently the target 
of a prostitution raid by state police. Among those 
named in Mrs. Vassallo’s suit are Southgate Trading 
Corp., 1718 Route 88 Inc., and the owner of 178 cor- 
poration, Frances Marincola, 

Also among those she is suing is Ross Cooper of 
Brick Township. 

Cooper’ 's corporation, Praha Corp., operated the 


Taj Mahal health spa in the same building that the 


Egyptian Health Spa occupied. Cooper, according to 
Mrs. Vassallo, was also part of the Egyptian’s 
ownership.
